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Preserving the Presto Press 

Efforts Underway to Digitize Mattapoisett Treasure

If youVe lived in the Tri Town for more than 20 
years, there is no doubt you've heard of the Presto Press 

- a free weekly publication that lined the shelves of local 
shops and community centers for almost 40 years. 

And you've probably seen the well-known 
operation out of 15 Mechanic Street in Mattapoisett. You 
may recall the press releases, local new stories, and the 
beautiful artwork that adorned the covers and enhanced 
the advertisements. {The Wanderer adapted much of the 
style of Presto Press). 

With the passing of Presto Press founder Donald 
Jason in November 2010 and more recently his wife, Joan 

- who served as the typist throughout the decades of its 
publication - the surviving family inherited a treasure of 
Tri-Town history. 

Recognizing the preservation potential, a few 
local individuals and groups have decided to act to ensure 
this piece of history does not vanish forever. 

Mattapoisett resident Don Cuddy was the first to 
reach out to the Jason family in the hope of finding a way 
to keep Presto Press in the history books. 



"He really wanted to preserve every copy of the 
Presto," recalled Sharon Hartley, the niece of Donald

Soon the Mattapoisett Free Public Library and the 
Mattapoisett Historical Society teamed up, with the idea 
of digitizing the entire collection and making it available 
at the library. In that way, anyone who wants to conduct 
a search of material in past issues - including news, press 
release and ad content - can access it immediately at their 
fingertips. 

Digitizing the entire Presto Press is no minor 
undertaking. 

"I called Woodley Hartley [Sharon Hartley's 
husband] and asked, 'Are there 40 boxes [of issues]?' 
There was dead silence on the other end," Seth Mendell 
of the Mattapoisett Historical Society recalled. He said 
Mr. Hartley explained to him that many issues were 
unaccounted for and likely could fill 100 boxes. 

"We spent hours going through the issues, and 
what we found was that there were many duplicates. 44 
boxes would be an absolute set. Every single issue," Mr. 
Mendell said. 

The first issue released in 1954 had about 16 
pages, but towards the end of the Presto Press run in 1992 
the number of pages was closer to 80, he said. 

"If you assume an average of 40 pages, and about 
40 years worth with 50 issues, that gives you about 80,000 
pages to be digitized," he said. 

Knowing that the work was not cut out for them, 
Mattapoisett Library Director Susan Pizzolato decided to

seek a grant from the Digital Commonwealth and Boston 
Public Library to digitize the collection at no cost. As 
such, the work of extensive cataloguing and digitizing 
would be outsourced and not strain local resources. 

"You'll be able to see ads and the copies, 
advertisements, and wonderful social history. It will also 
serve as a public record for local government,'' she added. 

While Ms. Pizzolato works with the Boston Public 
Library to try to make it happen, the issue of where to 
store the entire collection posed another problem. Thanks 
to the Mattapoisett Historical Society, the effort received 
funding for the storage of the 44 boxes, equipped with 
special digitized labels for retrieval, at Brownell Storage. 

"The collaboration has been wonderful between 
[Mr. Cuddy] and the family and the historical society and 
library. It appears this will go forward," Ms. Pizzolato 
said. "Fm excited to be able to preserve the history of the 
Tri-Town." 

Inside these 44 boxes contain thousands of issues 
that not only chronicle Tri-Town history, but represent the 
artistic and entrepreneurial ambitions of one Mattapoisett 
family. 

Sharon Hartley vividly recalls the lives her uncle and 
grandfather - Donald and Walter Jason - led as the 
founders of Presto Press (which was named Presto because 
readers looking for services were said to open the issue 
and say "Presto!" when they found what they were 
looking for). Indeed, the whole operation was a family 
business. 

After serving in the Navy, studying commercial art at 
Williams College and a finishing a stint as an artist in 
Boston, Mattapoisett native Donald Jason returned to 
his hometown to pursue his father's dream: starting a 
community paper. 

"When they decided to embark on that 
adventure, my grandfather was the salesperson and he'd 
go all around the area, and even around the cape, and 
he would bring back the ads. And my uncle, the artist, 
would set up the ads," Ms. Hartley explained of the 
paper's beginnings in 1954. 

As a little girl who lived in the same house of her 
grandfather, Ms. Hartley grew up with the Presto Press. "I 
was little then, so it was always a part of our life."

She said the issues represent old fashioned 
journalism with stories, press releases and ads hand 
typed, the issues collated by hand (often with friends and 
family pitching in at deadline time), and artistic sketches 
that pre-dated computer graphics. 

"Whenever Fd visit him, he'd be at his architect 
table standing, and he would be cutting and pasting," 
Ms. Hartley recalled. "I remember this special instrument 
that would make the letters. So he would trace the letters 
around this template, and he would create letters of 
different sizes for the ads - and sometimes he drew the 
pictures with pen and ink." 

As a master artist, Mr. Jason also would illustrate 
the covers with beautiful renderings of the town and its

nautical character, and even drew historic figures hke 
John Glenn and Abraham Lincoln. 

Over the years the paper transformed from a 
small 16-page leaflet into an 80-page journal of everything 
Tri-Town. 

"It's kind of amazing the growth of the 
sophistication over the years/' Ms. Hartley said. 

Mr. Mendell of the Mattapoisett Historical Society 
said that the issues, if preserved, will be a 'Very valuable 
asset to the town." 

"It's like having a slice of time of 40 years of Mattapoisett 
history at your fingertips that you can search and access 
immediately. That is absolutely remarkable. It is really a 
gift to the history of Mattapoisett. Just to have that slice 
of time preserved time for many generations to come is 
fantastic," he said. 

Anatomy of Rhythm 
By Eric Tripoli 

Students at the Old Hammondtown School in 
Mattapoisett were treated to a special presentation on 
Tuesday focusing on drum music from Ghana, Africa. 
Music educator Ian Gendreau, who has been playing 
percussion since he was young, travels to schools 
around Massachusetts with a variety of African rhythm 
instruments, teaching students about the music of an 
ancient nation no larger than the size of Oregon. 

Mr. Gendreau was first exposed to African music

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late in high school. Later, while pursuing his undergrad 
studies in music in Buffalo, he became interested in 
teaching. 

"When I was in college, I got involved with some 
people who did African music and Caribbean music. 
But they were all teaching artists, doing residencies, 
workshops, and assembly programs. So I really got the 
bug for teaching and sharing stuff with kids," he said. 
Today he teaches at Tufts University in Medford, as well 
as Bristol Community College in Attleboro. 

So for one hour, sixth graders at Old 
Hammondtown School put down the pencils and picked 
up African kpanlogo (hand drum), gankogui (duel-tone 
bell), and atoke (single-tone bell), and learned hands-on 
some of the basic rhythmic patterns found in the music of 
Ghana. Most of the drums were made in Africa, but a few 
were made in the United States by natives of Ghana. 

He began with a brief geography lesson, 
informing the students of Ghana's location on the 
west coast of Africa, and kept them enamored with his 
explanations of the carvings on the drums, and how 
different animal skin - used for the drumheads - can offer 
different tones depending on the drum. 

Then it was playtime. 

The students carefully but excitedly gathered 
around the circle of fragile instruments, eager to play. Mr. 
Gendreau worked individually with each group based 
on instrument, explaining the role they would play in the 
rhythmic structures they were going to build together. 
Once the kids locked in with each other, their pensive 
expressions gave way to confident smiles as they realized 
they were making music as a community. The students 
had opportunities to play each instrument and learn two 
different songs. 

The presentation was organized by Debra Nettles 
and the Mattapoisett PTA. Martha Loer, assistant to 
Nettles, was there for the performance and understands 
the importance of programs like these in expanding 
students' world views. 

"The hands-on interaction the kids get with the 
drums is something they'll never forget and it can only 
broaden their awareness of other cultures in the world,"

Town Meeting Date Set for May 21 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Laura Fedak Pedulli 

The date for this year's Spring Annual Town 
Meeting in Rochester has been set. 

Town Administrator Richard LaCamera informed 
the Rochester Board of Selectmen at their February 6 
meeting that the annual meeting will take place on May 
21. Warrant articles will be accepted through April 6, he 
said, and all zoning articles must be submitted to the 
Town Hall by March 15. 

Budget preparation is well underway before town 
residents will vote on the final numbers at the spring 
meeting, he added. 

Mr. LaCamera said budgets have arrived from 
all town departments, and not one of them is receiving 
any increases this year due to the economic climate and 
stagnant state aid. However, he did say the town would 
incur small increases due to elections. 

The town is still waiting for Old Rochester 
Regional to provide its budget, which Mr. LaCamera said 
it should receive later this month. 

The Selectmen also reviewed correspondence 
from Brendan Annett of Watershed Protection regarding 
the Massachusetts Department of Conservation and 
Recreation's decision to change the classification of 
Hathaway Dam from Significant Hazard Potential to Low 
Hazard Potential. The decision opens the way for Beaton's 
Inc. to request jurisdiction of the dam at Hathaway Pond 
as agreed upon with the Buzzards Bay Coalition. 

"It looks like they are trying to make progress. 
They are moving in the right direction," said Selectman

Job's Cove Aquaculture License Approved 

Marion Board of Selectmen 
By Laura Fedak Pedulli 

About two years after first pursuing a permit to 
operate a one-half acre oyster farm business at Job's Cove, 
Chris and Benjamin Bryant of Greenport Consulting 
finally received the Marion Board of Selectmen's stamp of 
approval to proceed. 

The Mektukquaamsett Improvement Association, 
a group of homeowners from the Jobs Cove area, had 
contested the proposed aquaculture business but the MA 
Department of Environmental Protection had officially 
backed the project. The association took the case to the 
MA DEP Office of Appeals and Dispute Resolution, 
arguing that the operation was on too large of a site and 
adversely impact the endangered Diamondback Terrapin. 

The office of appeals, however, sided with the 
applicants last summer and denied a request to reconsider 
the matter. With all of the town permits obtained from 
necessary boards, the Selectmen formally endorsed the 
aquaculture license at their meeting on February 7. 

'T feel we are in a mortal room of Dorothy, brought 
into the room by the Wicked Witch of the West. . .We 
completed our task, and completed our permits,'' said 
applicant Chris Bryant. 

"We will use a small amount of seed this spring 
and grow into our site," the applicant said of the oyster 
operation, which would use floating bags held by buoys. 
"We've got a good background so I we think we'll be 
okay." 

"We got involved into looking at ecologic ways 
to improve the harbor, it had nothing to do with 
the paycheck," he said in general of his aquaculture 
undertaking. 

Selectman Jonathan Henry lauded the Bryants for 
their persistence in pushing the application through.

"We are pretty much aware there are a lot of hoops 
[for Baywatch] to go through: the ZBA, Conservation, 
and the [MA Department of Environmental Protection]. It 
doesn't relate to the other things required/' he said. 

The board also approved a three-year contract 
between towns regarding ORCTV access. Under the new 
agreement. Town Administrator Paul Dawson assured 
the Selectmen and public that "the services will remain 
the same" despite Mattapoisett pulling back one-ninth 
of the franchise cable fees to do their own government 
broadcasting. 

"It's been a challenge to keep an agreement in place so 
all towns get equal benefit. This has gone on for months, 
the legal wrangling between lawyers," Mr. Dawson 
said. "But this is a very good agreement that protects the 
services the towns have always enjoyed. All towns get 
equal value out of it. It took a lot of back and forth and 
wrangling, but I think it is a good solid contract." 

In other business, the Selectmen endorsed a 
negotiated agreement with Marion town employees 
effective from July 1, 2011 through June 30, 2014. 

"It was a process long, but in the end a good contract 
for both sides," said Selectmen Stephan Gushing. 

The Town Administrator also reported that the 
recently formed Town House Study Committee - which 
is investigating the renovation needs of the building- is 
underway. Planning Board member Jay Ryder is serving 
as Chairman. 

"The committee is up and going and things are 
moving along," he said. 

In other business, Mr. Dawson said he has narrowed 
down applicants for a part-time Grant Administrator for 
the town to three candidates. The Selectmen will conduct 
the final interviews at their next meeting.

for a new fire engine. The purchase of the vehicle was 
approved last year at town meeting and it is scheduled for 
delivery in a couple months. 

The Town of Mattapoisett had originally accepted 
refinancing bids from various banks and a deal was 
ultimately signed with Unibank for a rate of 1.65% interest 
on the bond. As a result, the town will save $110,000 over 
the life of the bond.

by eliminating two bedrooms, lowering and simplifying 
rooflines, and shaving off ''bump-ouf' sections of the 
second floor. In total, Mr. Schneider said they reduced 
the area of the second floor from 1233 square feet to 916 
square feet. Despite having twice the original square 
footage, the second home will still fit the footprint of the 
original structure. 

During the discussion. Attorney Marc R. 
Deshaies, on behalf of a next-door neighbor to the 
D' Orlando property, voiced concern that the overall 
height of the home would obstruct the views of the ocean 
for homes located in lots nearby. Even with the lowered 
rooflines, the "home would be 12 to 15 feet too high.'' 

Mrs. D' Orlando's husband, Allen, responded by 
saying that restricting the height of the home would be 
unfair because there were four houses close by that were 
two stories. 

Planning Board member Karen Field inquired 
about the exact height of the home, but Mr. Schneider did 
not know the exact measurement. "It will be well below 
the 35 foot maximum," he said. 

"Overall, there has been a pretty dramatic 
changes made to the aesthetics of the house," said 
Planning Board Clerk Ronald Merlo. 

The Planning Board decided that since the Zoning 
Board Committee did not set more specific standards 
for how the home's size should be reduced, they voted 
unanimously to approve Mr. Schneider's petition.

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"They have lost the overhangs, reduced the visual 
impact of the house, and the number of bedrooms. I find 
that is a substantially smaller house, taking everything 
into consideration, than what was originally proposed,'' 
said John Mathieu, of the Planning Board.

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Marion Town Debt Issues Overwhelm Board 

Marion Planning Board

What started out as a routine Marion Planning 
Board meeting ended with discussions bordering on 
despair over the debt implications of various proposed 
town projects. 

The renovation or reconstruction of the Town 
Hall, a possible expansion of the library along with the 
recent estimate of $27 million for a water and sewer 
project with the subsequent road repaving, appeared to 
be the straws that broke the camel's back at the meeting. 

"Did you know that Marion has the highest sewer 
rate in the Commonwealth and the third highest water 
rate (in MA)?'' asked Chairman Jay Ryder "It's hard for 
me to believe that we can afford all of this." 

"We're over $40 million in debt right now, more 
than we've ever been in history... the sheer number is 
huge," he said, encouraging the public to attend a public 
meeting on the $27 million water and sewer project on 
Thursday, February 9 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Music 
Hall. 

The upcoming meeting was called by the 
Marion Board of Selectmen and will include members 
of the Capital Improvement Committee and the Finance 
Committee. A presentation of the water and sewer project, 
along with a question and answer session, will follow. 
Other town projects likely will be discussed, due to the 
sum total in dollars currently being proposed in the town. 

"There's no way we can finance all the projects 
in the pipeline," said member Tom Magauran, who 
estimated that there are approximately $60 million dollars 
in proposed projects currently under consideration in the 
town. 

"Will this project (water and sewer) double our 
rates?" asked Mr Magauran. "We're talking about taking 
on debt for the next 30 years out." 

"We need someone from the Board of Selectmen 
to stand up and answer some hard questions... the Capital 
Improvement Committee has no decision power.. we 
need someone to step up and give direction," said Mr. 
Magauran. 

In other business, Mr. Magauran discussed ideas 
to bring before the town meetings in the fall. He said 
that the passage of the 1999 up zoning by-laws created 
a burden for many town residents who live on non- 
conforming lots. 

"We need to include the Zoning Board of Appeals 
in our discussion," said Chairman Ryder. 

"This should be discussed, but with all board 
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members present/' said member Steve Gonsalves. "It's 
important that we have input from the entire board/' 

The board agreed to discuss the ideas at an 
upcoming meet and agreed that all members of the board 
should participate in the discussion. 

In other business: 

• The board approved an Approval Not Required 
application for Jake Jacobson to combine two lots into one 
at his property 30 Alden Road. 

• The board approved a disbursement to Field 
Engineering from the consulting account for the 
Cumberland Farms project in the amount of $210. The 
total was subtracted from the project fund, which was 
funded at $4,500. The monies are for Field Engineering, 
hired by the Town of Marion, to oversee and check on 
developments during the construction of the new two- 
story facility. 

RMS Draft Budget "Alarming" 

Rochester School Committee

Due to a tightening budget on the school and 
town, ten positions may be eliminated from Rochester 
Memorial School next year, it was revealed at the school 
committee's February 2 meeting. 

Under intense financial pressure, the Town of 
Rochester asked the school committee late last year to 
propose a level-funded budget. To meet this request, the 
committee had to cut $435,000 - the amount over the fiscal 
year 2012 budget that is required to maintain services for 
the next school year. 

At the meeting, the school committee put into perspective 
what a $435,000 cut would entail: the elimination of four 
professional teaching staff, six fewer paraprofessionals, 
reduced technology assistance, and the elimination of one 
bus - among other things. 

Principal Jay Ryan spoke on how the cut would 
impact day-to-day learning. We said less assistance will 
be available in classrooms, and the lunch period would 
be changed from three to two periods to ensure adequate 
supervision in the cafeteria and in the playground. Also, 
some assistants in Kindergarten will disappear, he said. 
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One staff cut is the science lab instructor, and 
students seeking individual instrumental musical 
instruction may need to pay for more of the costs out of 
their own pocket, Mr. Ryan said. 

He said a "significant impact" would occur with 
class sizes. For grades three to six, the class size may rise 
to as high as 26 to 27 students per class. 

"We know it will be concerning to the town...," 
School Committee Chairperson Tina Rood said of the 
draft budget, calling it "alarming." 

"All parties affected have been spoken to, so 
we can have these conversations and everyone can 
understand the potential impact [the budget] can have," 
she added. 

The cuts are not entirely unexpected. Federal 
stimulus dollars that have been supplementing the 
budget the past few years will be completely dried up 
by next year, and the Tri-Town will receive no education- 
related state aid increases under Governor Deval Patrick's 
January 25 budget proposal, according to Superintendent 
Doug White. 

Mr. White added that the final budget numbers 
will not be known until late spring, after the budget is 
revised and voted on by the House and Senate. Mr. White 
stressed that the draft budget is preliminary, and that the 
school committee will look to find other funding sources, 
including a $500,000 district-wide technology grant, to 
help offset the expenditures. 

The RMS budget subcommittee, which presented 
the draft figures, spoke plainly about the challenges 
ahead due to certain increases - some expected and others 
unexpected - in the budget. 

The rising number of students attending Bristol 
County Agricultural High School in Dighton, MA is 
directly impact the budget, for example. 

Ms. Rood explained that under an agreement 
between the three towns, the local elementary schools 
have to pay tuition for high schoolers from their towns 
opting to attend. 

"This increase is $35,000 in next year alone, and 
it is taken out of RMS's budget," Ms. Rood said. She said 
the number of students enrolled at Bristol Aggie is 11 
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students, compared to two or three students four years 
ago. 

"The money goes right from RMS students to 
Bristol students/' she said. 

The same applies for special education: out-of- 
district services required for certain special education 
students are taken from the elementary school budget. 

School Committee member Sharon Hartley said 
the Joint School Committee is investigating handling 
special education differently, by having the region pay 
for these costs instead of placing them solely on the three 
elementary schools. 

''We are in the process of looking into that, and 
changing ways the financial burden is handled," Ms. 
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Hartley said. 

Ms. Rood also indicated that talks will be 
underway with Rochester town officials on removing 
Bristol Aggie tuitions from the RMS budget and adding it 
to the general town budget as a separate line item. 

Another culprit to the higher budget number is 
increased utility costs associated with running the new 
building addition. 

While Facilities Manager Steve Murphy said 
the "electric bill is moving in the right direction'' in his 
energy-saving initiatives, one teacher in the audience 
wondered aloud why the town is not funding these 
increases, given that it knew they were coming. 

"It is going to be perceived we built an extra 
building and now we can't [afford to] put teachers in the 
classrooms. That looks terrible," said Danni Kleiman, a 
sixth grade teacher. 

In the meantime, the committee urged concerned 
residents to speak up. 

"We are only so many voices, particularly at town 
meeting," said committee member Robin Rounseville. "If 
you are concerned, we need to hear from you and other 
people need to hear from you. . . Times are tough, but we 
need your help." 

Superintendent Doug White said that anyone 
who wanted a copy of the budget should contact his 
office. 

"We've taken what we think is a budget to 
allow us to provide a quality education and reduced 
that by $435,000 . . . I'll do what I can to ensure we are 
not approaching 30 [students] in a classroom," the 
superintendent said. 

The official public hearing on the budget is 
scheduled for March 1, 2012 at 6:30 pm in the Rochester 
Town Hall. 

Town Asks Sippican for $215K Budget Cut 

Marion School Committee

A packed house attended the Marion School 
Committee meeting on Wednesday, February 1 at the 
Town House to hear the committee discuss the town's 
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request to remove $215,000 from the proposed 2013 fiscal 
year budget. 

Principal Lyn Rivet mentioned three scenarios, 
which included programing and staff reductions. Ms. 
Rivet said that she was directed by the Marion Budget 
Subcommittee to notify all staff that would potentially be 
affected by the cuts. 

"Everything is on the table,'' said Chairman Brad 
Gordon, ''We have certain obligations that must be met, 
including contractual, vocational education and special 
education areas that are mandated... these are the three big 
areas." 

Superintendent Doug White said that staff at 
the school would be reduced by one teacher, due to a 



retirement, and that the position would not be filled. "We 
no longer have the federal stimulus funds... they've dried 
up... the town has asked us to reduce our proposed budget 
by $215,000 to $230,000." 

Superintendent Doug White said that Governor 
Deval Patrick's budget indicated that the junior and senior 
high school would receive a slight increase in Chapter 70 
funding but the elementary schools in the district would 
receive no additional dollars in 2013. 

"The increase of health insurance and retirement 
pension costs, the increased cost of special education 
services and the decrease of federal stimulus dollars... 
there will be some major challenges and obstacles that 
will need to be addressed as the school committees in the 
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district prepare their final budget proposals that will be 
recommended to the towns in March/' said Mr. White. 

Although several attendees asked about the 
budget issues involving staff reduction. Chairman Brad 
Gordon told them that the open meeting in March would 
be the time and place to challenge any changes to the 
proposed budget, which is currently under consideration. 
The projected student enrollment for fiscal year 2013 is 
460 to 465 students at Sippican Elementary School. The 
next meeting of the Marion School Committee - which 
will be open for comments on the budget - is scheduled 
for March 7, 2012 at 6:30. 

In other business. Superintendent White gave 
his report and said that the new model system for 
educator evaluation was discussed with attorney Mike 
Long and that the language will need to be negotiated 
with all of the teacher associations before the system can 
be implemented in the district. Mr. White added that 
Massachusetts Department of Elementary and Secondary 
Educational (DESE) Commissioner Mitchell Chester said 
that the new evaluation tool will require tweaking over 
the next few years and that the new teacher evaluation 
system should benefit everyone involved in the process. 

In other business, the Regional Educational 
Assessment and Diagnostic Services (READS) 
Collaborative agreed to accept the Somerset-Berkley 
Regional Public School District as a member. The board 
discussed and approved a one-year trial for the school. 

The school calendar for 2013 was discussed 
briefly and attendee Peter Winters commented that he 
felt that the school year had too many half days and not 
enough full weeks. "It's tough for two working parents 
to keep up with the broken up schedule... we need more 
five day weeks and fewer half days,'' he said. 

Elise Frangos, Director of Curriculum, discussed 
the recent participant by grades three through six in 
the Galileo curriculum-based measurement in English 
Language Arts. The Galileo is a simulation of the MCAS- 
type measurement of student achievement. Principal 
Rivet said that the results will be helpful in guiding 
students as they move closer to the 2012 MCAS tests in 
developing plans for question types that students have 
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stumbled on in the past. 

Facilities Manager Steven Murphy said that the 
district had locked in a 6 cent rate for electricity for the FY 
2013. The current rate ranges from 6 and a half to 8 cents, 
saving approximately $1,000 per month for Sippican 
School. Mr. Murphy said that a flat gas rate has been 
negotiated and with a lower average daily temperature, 
he is projecting a 7 percent decrease in gas costs for FY 
2013. Mr. White said that the savings generated in the 
facilities area would help offset the challenges of the FY 
2013 budget. 

School Report 
ORR Students Teach "A Gladiator's Latin''

One of the big decisions for students entering Old 
Rochester Regional (ORR) Junior High School next fall is 
which foreign language they will elect to study for a year 
and a half. Usually this decision is heavily influenced by 
the advice of friends, parents, and older siblings, as the 
elementary schools do not offer language classes during 
school hours. 

But for the past few years, Latin and Spanish 
teacher Marcia Ross of ORR High School has been 
working with the principals of Old Hammondtown 
School, Sippican Elementary School, and Rochester 
Memorial School to create after-school enrichment 
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programs through which students can explore the three 
language programs available at the junior and senior high 
schools - Latin, Spanish, and French. This past week, the 
first four-week session of language classes at OHS ended. 

This particular partnership, between the Classical 
and Modern Languages Department of ORR and OHS, 
developed from the organizational teamwork of Ms. Ross 
and OHS Principal Matthew D' Andrea. 

From the ORR end of things, Ms. Ross helped 
high school students create their classes and provided 
both resources and advice for lesson planning, which the 
students-turned-teachers accomplished independently. 
Mr. D' Andrea, from the OHS end of things, made 
classrooms available after-school for the language classes 
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to use, and the front office of OHS helped the ORR 
students locate supplies for their pupils' projects. 

Last year, the schools partnered to offer a single 
eight-week session of after-school language classes. This 
year, however, it was decided to have two four-week 
sessions divided by the February vacation, thereby giving 
the students and volunteer teachers a break to explore 
other extra-curricular interests. The first classes began the 
week of January 8 and ended the week of January 29. 

This year, classes focused primarily on Latin and 
Spanish. With the support of sophomore Ruhi Raje and 
fellow senior Katie Holden, I taught a Latin class to an 
assorted group of 10 fourth, fifth, and sixth-graders who 
already had extensive knowledge of Greek and Roman 
mythology. 

The goal of the class, the three of us decided, 
would be to teach our students about Latin through the 
eyes of a gladiator. The lesson content was primarily 
based in culture, as the grammar of Latin is not discussed 
in full until the upper level Latin classes at the high 
school. There was no way that Ms. Raje, Ms. Holden, and 
I could teach elementary-aged students about conjugating 
verbs and declining nouns without permanently scarring 
and scaring them. 

Besides, we had agreed at our first meeting that 
the culture of the Romans is incredibly rich and rather 
weak in the high school's program of study; it would be 
an excellent subject for our students to learn. 

Ms. Holden and I were novices to this after- 
school language program; Ms. Raje was not, as she had 
taught a Spanish class the year before. Our classes were 
only an hour long, but we always ended up putting twice 
that amount of time into our lesson planning. We spent 
the January vacation creating an outline for our four 
classes and figuring out how to build from one lesson to 
the next. 

In the days leading up to each class, we'd visit 
the spare room in the language hallway of the high school 
where Ms. Ross kept books and binders full of readings, 
crosswords, arts and crafts projects, and games. Using a 
collection of four books designed for teaching Latin to 
young children, we'd photocopy pages and arrange them 
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by theme in a packet for our students to complete and 
take home. We'd sometimes borrow a box containing 
whiteboards, dry erase markers, and erasers so that our 
students could practice their lessons - they were very 
helpful in our lesson on Roman numerals. 

The first week was spent covering Roman 
mythology and the Latin roots that appear in the Harry 
Potter series. Ms. Raje, Ms. Holden, and I were pleasantly 
surprised to see how familiar our students were with the 
mythology. They had already learned about the gods, 
goddesses, and myths of the ancient Greeks, so we used 
that knowledge to teach them about the Roman version. 
The students were also adept at identifying the Latin 
roots that J.K. Rowling used for her spells and characters' 
names. Our students were surprised to learn, for 
example, that Severus Snape's name comes from the Latin 
adjective "Severus,'' which means "severe" or "stern" in 
English. 

In the second and third weeks, we tackled the 
ambitious goal of teaching our students the Latin names 
for animals. Using worksheets, crosswords, a chart, and a 
game called Vinco, we taught everything from domestic 
and barnyard animals to the ferocious wild animals that 
the Romans would import into Italy - such as lions and 
tigers. We enhanced their vocabulary with a crossword 
teaching the English adjectives such as "ursine," which 
means "like a bear." The class quickly learned how to take 
the Latin names for the animals and change the endings 
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to find the corresponding adjectives. The OHS students 
thoroughly enjoyed the round of Vinco, which is an exact 
replica of Bingo. Cleverly, "vinco'' means "I win'' in Latin 
and the two winners from our class loved shouting it! 

In our last class, the three of us taught a variety 
of cultural facts. We largely focused on the Colosseum, 
Circus Maximus, Roman theater, and the sheer magnitude 
and importance of the Roman public bathhouses. Our 
students were intrigued and shocked by revelations such 
as the Romans' method for getting clean — using oil 
and a metal scraper, called a strigil — and the number 
of participant deaths in the naval battles staged in the 
Colosseum. 

After learning about the different ways someone 
could end up becoming a gladiator, our class applied 
their knowledge to an arts and crafts project that required 
matching pictures of the four kinds of gladiators to their 
description. The finished product was a pop-up book 
entitled "The Mighty Gladiators." 

The capstone to this final class was a 
demonstration of the different fighting styles the 
gladiators would use in their combats. With the help of 
Ms. Holden, the pair of us acted out two battles. The first 
was between a Thracian and a Murmillo, or a lightly- 
armed gladiator against a heavily-armed one. Our second 
battle was between a Retarius and a Samnite; the children 
enjoyed this fight immensely as I entrapped my opponent, 
the Samnite Ms. Holden, using my "fishing net," which 
was really Ms. Raje's jacket. At the conclusion of our 
demonstration, the class unanimously agreed that if they 
were a gladiator, they would have liked to be a Retarius 
so that they could fight using a trident and fishing net. 

It was a successful end to the first session for our 
class, as well as for the other Latin and Spanish classes. 
The volunteers from ORR will begin preparations soon in 
anticipation of the second session.

Energy Wise

Are You Flushed with Good Intentions? 

In a recent issue of a local newspaper, a Letter 
to the Editor appeared titled, "Flushed with good 
intentions." The author exuberantly described his recent 
purchase of a new toilet that not only performed better 
than its ancestor but also used a fraction of the water. 
He extended this happy revelation to the bigger picture 
of reducing one's environmental footprint in ways that 
require no pain, sacrifice, nor change in lifestyle, a success 
story clearly demonstrated by this breakthrough in 
high-toilet-tech. Can human ingenuity and innovation 
reverse our present path of environmental degradation 
while preserving our lifestyle-as-we-know-it? If not, he 
submitted, change ain't gonna happen. 

This last statement landed in my head with a 
thud. Even people like this author, who understand and 
accept that society's increasing consumption of natural 
resources is responsible for large-scale environmental 
change, are only willing to be a part of the solution if it 
requires no sacrifice. This will be possible to an extent, 
as new gizmos come to market every day that do a job 
with less. For example, when it comes time to replace 
a major appliance, purchasers can (and should) select 
products with "Energy Star" certification. New car buyers 
can choose from a variety of hybrid vehicles, which 
capture and recycle the energy-of-motion to improve 
mileage. Lighting with compact fluorescent or, better 
yet, LED bulbs are other simple and pain-free ways 
to reduce energy usage, as are driving with a lighter 
foot and reducing one's heat/ AC demand while away 
from home. There are many ways to maintain lifestyle 
while using less, but there will come a point when new 
technology won't go far enough. To reduce atmospheric 
concentrations of carbon dioxide, for example, requires an 
80 percent reduction in emissions. Yes, you read that right 
~ 80 percent! Most likely the global "we" will not be able 
to hit this target, but any progress in the right direction 
will slow the inevitable change. Some of that progress will 
not come without sacrifice. 

If we can all start making smart choices now 
when opportunities arise, the upcoming changes to our 
lifestyle will be lessened. The most important painless 
choice each of us can make is to vote for leaders who 
understand and recognize the unsustainability of our 
present trajectory, who cleverly harness the power of 
government to encourage technological developments 
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that help us minimize change while reducing 
environmental damage, and who are able and willing to 
make tough decisions that steer us toward a sustainable 
path. This shift must begin, however, with more of us 
being flushed with good intentions.

Chronicle, Starring Dane DeHaan and Alex Russell. Di- 
rected by Josh Trask. Running time: 83 minutes. MPAA 
rating: PG-13. 

Found-footage movies are hot, and superhero 
movies are hot, so I imagine Chronicle — a found-footage 
superhero movie — being an easy pitch to the studio. 
The surprise is how serious and emotionally true the film 
turns out to be. Chronicle follows three high-school boys 
who stumble upon some sort of glowing object down 
a deep, dark hole; their proximity to it gives them tele- 
kinetic powers. The events are videotaped by Andrew 
(Dane DeHaan), a mopey kid with a miserable home life. 
Andrew's cousin Matt (Alex Russell) and the popular 
kid Steve (Michael B. Jordan) at first have fun with their 
newfound abilities, making things — and eventually 
themselves — float around. But things get dark fast. This 
amazing power has been delivered into the hands of three 
basically good kids, which is fortunate for us all, but An- 
drew is beginning to crack. 

Spurred on by rage, grief and panic, Andrew be- 
gins to do dumb, destructive things. Many in the audience 
may question why he doesn't do this or that. In response 
I can only quote a nifty line from Stephen Hunter's novel 
Dirty White Boys, describing a scared guy who freezes at a 
bad moment: "His mind was full of spiders and firecrack- 
ers." Andrew is dealing with an alcoholic dad — a fire- 
fighter on disability — and a dying mom, whose much- 
needed pain meds his dad can't begin to afford. This is 
stark stuff for a teenage superhero movie. It explains 
Andrew's gradual transformation into a supervillain, and 
the good-hearted Matt and Steve, who have less compli- 
cated lives, try and fail to pull him back from his worst 
instincts. Why should Andrew try to do good — or try not 
to do evil — in this world? All it's ever given him is pain. 

Chronicle was made for $15 million by two 
26-year-old newcomers — director Josh Trask and screen- 




writer Max Landis (son of "Master of Horror" John Lan- 
dis), who concocted the story together. It's a fine calling 
card, with echoes of Akira as well as standard superhero- 
origin tales. Set in Seattle (but filmed primarily in Van- 
couver), the film looks glum and realistic — workable and 
believable soil out of which the fantastic can flower. The 
young actors swing from exuberance to fear with ease. Af- 
ter a while, Andrew's camera is held aloft telekinetically 
so that we can see more; I wasn't always convinced that 
the camera would be catching certain events so clearly, 
but by the climax, where the action becomes both exhila- 
rating and terrifying, I didn't much care. 

The finale, indeed, makes a lot of what we've seen 
in much more expensive superhero films look stupid. 
Again, it's all grounded in identifiable and intense emo- 
tions, with untold collateral damage that reminded me 
of the horrific destruction in an infamous issue of Alan 
Moore's Miracleman comic. (If you're familiar with it, you 
know what I mean; if not, don't worry about it.) It's the 
first movie since maybe Superman II that made me feel 
how frightening it might be to get caught between two 
gods in battle. Andrew, stooped over and burned and 
wearing a hospital gown, looks like an evil mutant, while 
Matt is Superman in jeans. The very end is a little facile, 
and points too eagerly toward a sequel, but that doesn't 
seriously lessen the impact of a film that may well give 
this summer's The Avengers — whose trailer before this 
movie already looks so been-there-done-that — a run for 
its (big) money.
